linet, Dr. Morrison (though he 
was an Australian’, and much 
more recently Sir Frederick 
Whyte, But it is not a case now 
of picking men from one particue 
lar country, whether Britain or 
Amoricn or Germany or: any 
other. That tends to arouse too 
many suspicions — both inside 
China and outside it. What necds 
to be done must .be done inter. 
nutlonally 1f ‘possible. 


THE LEAGUE'S 
GREAT FUNCTION. 


And ef sourse -t is porbiiec. 
The League of Nations exiata to 
provide precisely the kind of as- 
sistince that China stands in 
need of, and since Chinn is not 
only a member of the League, but 
at preacnt holds x sent on. {ts 
Council, she would be taking the 
most natural and normal course 
in applying to the  Lengue for 
enjoyment of the wivantages 
Lengue membership confers. That 
being so it Is not surprising that 
important conveceations are in 
progress in brit.sh and Amerisin 
circles (for Americans feel no 
jealoury of the Teague in such a 
matter as this) with a view to 
finding means of convineing China 
quietly where her real interest 
lies. 


‘For any initiative must, of 
course, be ‘taken by Chinn herself. 

One of the hopeful signs of 
growing enlightenment Is that we 
are hearing a stood deal less thaa 
we did of irreaponsible talk about 
“the League going in and running 
China.” The Lengue can no more 
go in and run China than it can 
come in and run Great Britain. 
Chinn ix a sovereign State, and 
the one aim is to strengthen he- 
Government, not to weaken it. 


The League can help to do that 
by not only giving considered and 
expert advice on such matters as 
health and education and finance, 
raflways and roads and | river 
transport and police—on all of 
which’ it has the best experience 
in the world at its disposal—but 
by recommending the best tech- 
nicians it can find to go to China 
and help administer such services. 
And experts recommended would 
be engaged by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment as its servants, as Sir 
Jéhn Hope Simpson has been en- 
aged as. Flcod Commissioner on 
the League's recommendation at 
the present time, - 


Already China has resorted to 
the League for some help in re- 
gard to health, education, transport 
and financial administration, That 
collaboration needs to be widely ex- 
tended, and it may have to develop 
first in Manchuria, fox when the 
question of a settlement there 
arises the League will certainly not 
be content to advise a mere return 
to the status quo ante even if that 
were possible,

Japan, on the other hand, has 
declared that‘all she secks in 
Manchuria is safety for Japanese 
life, and property, and if that can 
be xuaranteed by China in con- 
junction with the League, as it 
cannot be by China without the 
Lengue, disaster and danger may 
he turned into positive advantage.

The attempt to force the Unit- 
ed States to pay the $2,000,000,- 
000 due in 1915 on the World War 
veterans’ bonus at this time of 
emergency is the first sign of the 
threatened upheaval in America, 
where there are now 10,000,000 
unemployed. The chances of Pre- 
sident Hoover giving way to the 
pressure are small and those .in 
touch-with the facts are prepared 
to buck the Administration to the 
full, More than half the veterans 
drawing disability pay ave men 
whose trouble is not connected 
with war service, although dis- 
abilities arising before 1925, are 
assumed to be go connected. It 
is estimated that in another year 
one-fourth of the men who ‘were 
under arms in the World War will 
be receiving allowances for dis- 
ability which has nothing — to do 
with bearing arms. And the re- 
cent tendency of legislation for 
the veterans has been toward 
more relief for those not injured 
in war, the pension bill for widows 
and orphans just passed by the 
House of Representatives boing 
the latest example. Expenditure 
for “service-connected”. dianbility 
has not been lessened. But thoy 
have become an increasingly smal- 
ler proportion of the total spent 
for veterans’ relict, And the dan-

'Is Man Doomed? 


And if he is, who will succeed 
to the sovereignty of the world? 

The birds (it seems likely) 
and the gastrqpod molluscs are 
now at or, near their maximum 
of corhplexity, success and vari- 
ability; the mammals (to whom 
we belong) are perhaps slightly 
past it; the reptiles are very, de- 
finitely so, and the amphibians 
atill more definitely so. 

Thus holds Professor J. 1. S. 
Haldane in his new book “Causes 
of Evolution,” just published by 
Longmana (7a. 'Gd.). Muat man, 
then, make way for some sublime 
apothcosig of the nightingale and 
the vulture, the snail and the 
slug? 

Throwing his eye over the record 
of life on earth during the incom- 
prehensibly amazing period of 
perhaps ‘one ‘or two thousand ‘mil- 
llon years: watching what is hap- 
pening even now at our,own doors, 
Professor Haldane says: ; 

The usual course taken by an 


evolving Hine has been one of de- 
generation. It seems, to me alto- 
gether probable that man will take 
thiy course unless he takes con- 
xciots control of his evolution 
within the next few thousand 
years. 

It may very well be that mind, 


at our level, is not adequate for 
auch a task, probably on account 
of its emotional rather than intel- 
lectual deficiencies. 

If thnt is the case we are per- 
haps the rather sorry climax of 
evolution, 

Discussing that which, in the 
course of evolution, hag most out- 
standingly distinguished. man 
from other animals, Professor 
Haldane points to “an extraordin- 
ary arrest of development.” The 
period of growth Has been erent. 
ly lengthened, 

Thus there is « general Jaw 
which gives the ‘amount of food 
enten by a mammal before it be- 
comes adult. The.same formula 
applies to the mouse and-the elep- 
hant, : 

Man js an exception to this 
rule. For him the amount must 
be multiplied by seven, 

This is tho long period of baby; 
hood, childhood, adolescence 
that time during which man is 
slowly ripening his ‘powers of 
body and mind. . 

Neanderthal man, that  foreun- 
ner of our race, probably matured 
much earlier, and was therefore 
probably less teachable. 

“If human evolution is to con- 
tinue along the same lines as in 
the past, it will probably Anvolve 
a still greater prolongation of 
childhood and retardation of ma- 
turity,” says the Professor. 

The preservation of infantile 
traits al a period in the life-cycle 
when’ the individual was sheiter- 
ed from violence has enabled man 
to shed a good deal of animalism. 

All the same, Professor : Hal- 
dane suma up mankind to-day as 
“probably an extremely primitive 
and imperfect type of rational 
being.” : 

There are many who hold that 
the human mind cannot be a pro- 
duct of evolution. Professor Hal- 
dane, as x thorough-going evolu- 
tlonist, docs not share that view. 
if mind has been evolved, then 
the possibility that mind may 
now take charge of .the process 
given him at least a hope that in 
the next few thousand years the

Tha 
complainant was not in Hongkong 
at the moment, and he could not go 
on with the case without him. He 
understood that everything had 
been done by Mr. J. M. Hall to get 
in touch with the complainant, 
even to the extent of sending com- 
plainant’s wife to Canton to look 
for him. She returned the night 
before without him, with the report 
that he had gone up country on 
business. . ‘ 

Mr. Lim pounicd out that’ the 
complainant had left the Colony be- 
fore a date waa fixed for hearing. 

His Worsh(p decided. that Mr. 
Lim was entitled to an adjJourn- 
ment, and asked him to give a bricf 
outline of the case, 

Mr, Lim satd the alleged arsault 
took place between the hours of 
2.30 p.m, and 6.30 p.m. on May 11. 
Complainant alleged that he was 
asaoulted by three Policemen ' in 
plain clothes at the Shamshuipo 
Police Station. On that day, com- 
plainant was in a friend’s house in 
Reclamation Street and was called 
into the street by his wife. Ho 
went down and found a Police offi- 
cor there who asked him to accom- 
pany him to the Shamshulpo Police 
Station. He accordingly did so 
and on arrival was taken to a room 
at the back of the Station. In this 
room he was subjected to questions 
regarding a fight involving a fellow 
tenant of his flat, As he knew 
nothing of the affair, he could not. 
give the Police officers any informa- 
tion. 

Complainant alleged that every 
time he refused to give any infor- 
mation, he was beaten. This went 
on until about 6.30 p.m. at which. 
time he was allowed to go. Ho 
left and promptly mnde a report tv 
the European sergeant on duty at 
the Charge Room. He further 
nleged that -he was told to get out 
when he made the report. 

Complainant then took 
summons against Tat Moon, the 
present defendant, 

Asked) by his) Worship why, ff 
(hree men were involved in the al- 
leged nasault, only Tai Moon was 
summoned, Mr. Lim replied that he 
understood that complainant wis in 
reat fear of further physicnt in- 
Jury if he summoned all three. At 
any iate, the complainant remem- 
bered defendant very well.

of oplum dross and the remainder 
Chinese opium. Such tins had 
never been seized here, and other 
‘administrations to whom samples 
were sent reported that they had 
never encountered them, 

It was finally proved that the 
house was the same house which 
wag the scene of an attempted 
ease of extortion from an opium 
dealer on ‘the part of four Chinese 
Revenue Officers at the end of 
1929, Little aplum was selzed as 
the material was always brought 
in at midnight by sampan, accom- 
panied by the staff of boilers and 
brass workers. 


Persian Opium Seized. 


Persian opium was seized in 
unusually large quantities at the 
beginning of the Year Immedinte- 
Wy after the arrival of the S.S. 

‘oyo Afarn VI at Macao and S.S, 
Tiinnoun at Whampoa. Both of 
these’ ships had cleared with 
opium from Bushire, the Intter 
having atated openly that Canton 
was the destination of the opium. 
The export labels of the Canton 
Opium Suppression Bureau were 
found on a purchaser. It. fa 
usual for supplies for family 
houses, shopa, clubs, hotels and 
restnuranta to be’ purchased by 
servants. In the same way if 
Government opium was ever want- 
ed in a coolie house or employees’ 
quarters, the usual way would be 
for the manager of the establish. 
ment to send out a servant andl 
purchase for the whole — staff. 
Kamshan opium is invariably pur 
chased by servants, - It ja propos 
‘ed to continue the census of pur- 
chasers jal Government opium 
every yer in Deeember, This is 
the system followed in the Nether- 
lands Indies in all the large cen- 
tres of the Chinese population. 

Women Smugglers, 

A great number of women were 
convicted for smugyling, and the 
numbera remained so high that 
many had to be released before 
the expiry of their sentence in or- 
der to relieve the congestion in 
the female: prison. Several ar- 
rests were made of small children 
Who were carrying opium from 
ships and sampans. 

After an attempt to discover 
their parents, generally unsuc- 
cessful, they were usunily ‘relens- 
ed, as it, would have’ been a mere 
waste of’ time to have taken them 
before the Court. Most of those 
children had been — spectally 
schooled to say nothing, or to give 
quite misleading information. It 
is apparent that carrying opium 
round the streets has now become 
n regular oceupation of many of 
the children of the fower classes, 

The number of retail shops was 
reduced to sixty-two of which six- 
teen were in the country districts 
or on distant lalands, _ According 
to the 1931 census figures, forty- 
six shops serve 723,272 Chinese 
Niving in urban and. suburban dis- 
tricts, and sixteen shops serve 
98, 157 Chinese living in country 
districts or on islands.

The opening of the Cottage Hos- 
pital for Women and Children nt 
Kam Tin, New Territories, ithe 
first houpital to be opened in the 
‘Territories by the St. John Am- 
bulance Brigade, was celebrated 
by the villagers as a great event 
in the history of the village, whieh 
incidentally ia the oldest in the 
New Territories. Practically the 
whole vilinge turned out to wit- 
ness the ceremony, some arriving 
as enrly na 9 a.m. yesterday, 

The Hon. Mr. W. E. L. Shenton, 
who declared open the building by 
severing the red ribbon , which 
spanned the. entrance to one of 
the doors, gave 'n review of the 
work which the Brixade was doing 
in the New Territories in respect 
to matern|ty welfare. 

On his arrival at 6 pm, Mr. 
Shenton waa received by the As- 
sistant Commissioner, Mr. Morris 
and Mr, Wong Kwong-tin, Dis- 
trict Commissioner. Mr. Shenton 


-| wan then introduced to the Elders 


of the Village, and to the Officers 
of the Brignde; who formed a 
Guard of Honour. Among the 
Officers present were Mr. T. K. 
Chak, Corpa Superintendent, and 
Mr. Fan Shiu-nam,  D{vistonal 
Superintendent, Mongkok Divi- 
siom Mra, R. Langley, Secretary 
to the Corps, was in charge of all 
the arrangements. A fair sprink- 
ling of fricnds and well-wishers 
from Hongkong was also ‘present. 
After Mr. Shenton had deliver- 
ed his address, Mr. Tang Tak- 
kau, chief Elder of the — village, 
interpreted it into Chinese, Mr.

Realm, of the Venerable Order of 
the Hospital of St. John of 
Jerusalem. Tho Qrder exists by 
virtue of a Royal Charter, and His 
Mnjesty King George is the 
Sovereign Head of our Grand 
Priory. : 

“The primary object of the 
Order is, the encouragement and 
promution of all works of 
humanity, and charity, for the

For nearly 
two years rogularly on Sundaya, 
and once or twice during the 
week, members of the Brigade 
have visited villages In the New 
Torritorles for the purpose of 
helping the sick poor, dispensing 
medicine, milk, codliver ofl, and 
aupplying clothing. Pre- 
vious to this members of the 
Brigade gave health Iectures, and 
carried on vaccination. 
“Experience taught us how vory 
necessary jt is to provide some 
place near’ home, where mothers 
can have their babics, and where 
nailing little ones cnn be cared 
for, and at the same time over- 
come the ‘distante, of entering 
hospital, The sympathy of Lady 
Peel was enlisted,.and a meeting 
was held at Government House to 
discuss ways and means of raising 
funda, ‘and to find a suitable 
locality for a welfare centre. 
“His Excellency the Governor 
preaided, and those present were, 
Lady Poel, Mrs. Kotewnll, Hon. 
Mr. A. E. Wood, Mesars. Ho Kom 
Tong, Kwok Shiu Law, Fung Kong 
Un, Tang Shiu Kin, Chau Yue 
Teng, the Assistant Commissioner 
Mr. Morrls, and the Corps Secre- 
tary Mrs. Langley. 
A Welfare Centre. ° 
“Kam Tin is only a beginning 
and is not intended at present to 
take the place of a hospital for 
serious complnints, but ix more in 
the nature of a welfare centre and 
a maternity home, The Govern- 
ment has very generously placed 
on loan six houses, and as each 
house [a a. typically’ converted 
Chinese house, contnining one or 
two beds only, the patients will 
not enter the strange atmosphere 
of’ a hospital, but a familiar 
building giving the impression of 
homeliness, cleanliness, and com- 
fort, and indication of what can 
be done even in a remote village. 
Thus we are hoping ‘to overcome 
the prejudice of a ‘hospital, and 
the appalling mortality amongst 
women at child-birth, which is due 
in nlarge menstire to ignorance. 
"There is: accommodation for 
twelve maternity cases, six 
children, and in addition a dis- 
penaary, waiting room, and nurses 
quarters, ‘There are threo nuraca 
and a visiting, doctor who visits 
regularly, but we are appointing 
a full time doctor whose salary is 
guaranteed. All patients are 
treated free, and in the mornings 
“our patients” are nttended — to, 
men, women and children. 
“Resident nurses have been 
appointed at Fanling, Shataukok, 
Santin and Cheung Chau, and it is 
hoped to appoint others at Un 
Loong and Nam Ping Wat. There 
ix a dispensary attached to euch 
place, and there are regular visit- 
ing hours, 


Collaboration ‘With Elders. 

"It is sincerely hoped that by 
collaboration with . the — elders, 
nurses, and villagers,. we may 
inspire confidence in what we are 
doing so that eventually this 
small. place will develop into 
something more. permanent and 
Inrger where cases of a serious 
nature can be accommodated. We 
Intend to establish an eye clinic, 
a much needed institution, even to 
a cnaual observer. 

“But this expansion rests with 
the people themselves, and -we 
urgently beg the elders to give 
their utmost co-operation. In this 
respect we are already indebted to

“Morcover, it ix not enough for a 
player to have this ‘personal’ con-, 
ference’ just onee inn picture, Tho 
process dust be repented for covery 
ehange in the character’s fortunes or 
outlook, 

“For example, in ‘Possessed’ [ firat 
vlay a poor girl who works in a paper 
box factory. Then I go to New York 
and become a member of a wenlthy 
social group, Naturally the heroine 
vf this story would walk, act and 
even ent differently during the period 
in which she has never known 
luxuries than when sho- becomen a 
member of the crowd who habitunte 
Park Avenuo drawing reoma and the 
Ritz, : 

“To any girl with ambition to be- 
come an actress,” Miss Crawford 
concluded, “I would say don’t over- 
look the value of talking over n part 
with yourself, and with yourself 
only.” .

That tends to arouse too 
many auapiciona both |. inside 
China and outside It. What needs 
to be done. must be done inter. 
nationnny if :posaible. 


THE LEAGUE'S 
GREAT FUNCTION. 


And of gotitec +t is possibac. 
The League of Nations exists to 
provide precisely the kind of aa- 
Ristance that China stands fn 
need of, and since Ching fs not 
only s member of the League, but 
at present holds a seat on Ita 
Council, she would be taking the 
most natural and normal’ course 
in applying to the. League for 
enjoyment of the advantages 
Lengue membership confers, That 
being so it is not surprising that 
Important convecsations are oin 
progress in british and Amertoin 
circles (for Americans feel no 
jealousy of the League in such oa 
matter as this) with n view to 
finding means of convincing Chinn 
quietly where her real interest 
Hes, 


For any initiative muat, of 
course, be taken by China herself, 

One of the hopeful signs of 
srowlng enlightenment ia that we 
are hearing n good deal less thay 
we did of irresponsible talk about 
“the League going in and running 
China.” The League can no more 
go in and run China than it can 
come in and run Great Britain. 
China is a sovereign State, and 
the one nim is to strengthen he: 
Government, not to weaken it, 


The League can help to do that 
by not only giving considered and 
expert advice on auch matters as 
health and education and finance, 
railways and ronda and river 
transport and polica—on 
which it haa the best experlence 
In the world at {ta disposal—but 
by recommending the best tech- 
nicians It can find to ‘go to China 
and help administer such services. 
And experts recommended would 
be engaged by the Chinere Gov- 
ernment as its servants, as Str 


John Hape Simpson has been en- | 


gaged as Flood Commissioner on 
the Lengue’s recommendation 
the present time. 


Already China has resorted to 
the Lengue for some help In re- 
gard to health, education, transport 
and financial administration, That 
collaboration needs to be widely ex- 
tended, and it may have to develop 
first In Manchuria, for when — the 
qtestion:-vof a settlement there 
arises the League will certainly not 
he content to advise n mere return 
to the status quo ante even if that 
were possible. . 


Japan, on the other hand, has 
declared that all she seeks in 
Manchuria is safety for Japanese 
life and property, and if that can 
be guaranteed by China in con- 
junction with the League, as it 
cannot be by China without the 
League, disaster and danger may 
be turned Into positive advantage, 


All this, it may’ be repeated, is 
both China’s affair and the world's 
affair, and it demands the world's 
attention as well as ‘China’s.

Is Man Doomed? 

And if he is, who will succeed 
to the sovereignty of the world? 

The birds (it seems likely) 
and the gastropod molluscs are

JHaldane in his new book “Causes 
lof Evolution,” just published by 


Longmans (7s. Gd.), Must mnn, 
then, muke way for some sublime 
apotheosis of the nightingale and 
the vulture, the snail and the 
slug? : 

Throwing his eye over the record 
of life on carth during the incom- 
prehensibly amazing period of 
perhaps one or two thousand mil- 
lion yeuvs: watching what is hap- 
pening even now at our own doors, 
Professor Haldane says: : 

The usual course taken by an 
evolving Hne has been one of de. 
generation, It seems to me alto- 
gether probable that man will take 
this course unless he takes con- 
scious control of his evolution 
within the next few thousand 
years, 

it may very well be that mind, 
at our level, is not ndequate for 
such a task, probably on account 
of its emotional rather than intel- 
lectual deficiencies. 

If that is the case we are per- 
haps the rather sorry climax of 
evolution, 

Discussing that which, in the 
course of evolution, has most out- 
standingly distinguished = man 
from other - animals, Professor 
Haldane points to “an extraordin- 
ary arrest of development.” The 
period of growth has been jrent- 
ly lengthened. 

Thus there is a general law 
which gives the amount of food 
eaten by a mammal before it be- 
comes adult. The same formula 
applics to the mouse and the clep- 
hant, 

Man is an exception to this 
rule. For him the amount must 
he multiplied by: seven. 

This is the long period of buby- 
hood, childhood, — adolescence-~ 
that time during which man js 
slowly ripening his ipowers of 
body and mind. : 

Neanderthal man, that foreun- 
ner of our race, probably matured 
much earlier, and was therefore 
probably less teachable.

Decisions 
indeed have: to be taken on the 
Whole future of the settlement, 
on the basis, no doubt, of the re- 
ort by Mr. Justice Feotham 
published Jast June.

A WORLD 
DIVIDED. 


It is idle to pretend that av 
things are the Government - at 
Nanking, threatened perpetually 
by the rise of rival Governments 
at Canton and clsewhore, can do ' 
it. Half the provinces of Chins 
are thelr own masters, and though 
such action as Japan has had the 
folly to take may unite the whole 
nation for a time in spirit, it is 
only for a time and only In spirit. 

The evolution of s permanent: 
structure of government is.as far 
to seck as ever, That is the 
problem that faces the world—for 
it Is no use saying ‘that China's 
future is her own affair, It is 
that primarily, no doubt, but 
where a quarter of the world's 
populution, and all the potential 
trading cupacity that implies, is 
involved, a Chinn in anarchy — Is 
too great a temptation to other 
Powers, 

If Chinn cannot put her house 
in order they will try’ to do it for 
her, and in all Hkelihood clash not 
merely with her but with one an- 
other in the process, 

Chinn’ is not in‘ complete 
anarchy to-day. To say that Is to 
say a yood deal too much. But 
nellher is China in an stute of | 
order. She is not even ‘progres. , 
slug with any sufficient speed to- 
wards a state of order. That fs 
not the fault of able and patriotic 
Tien Tike General Chiang Kal- 
shek, Mr. T. V. Soong and othors, 
who ore grappling with resolution , 
und courage with a situation bo- 
yond their control. But they neod 
holp, experienced help disintorcst- 
ed help, such os can at preaont 
only be found outside China. 

It: is no new thing for’ Chincsc 
Governments to enlist such aoa- 
sistance.

«AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


London, June 6.

Williiny  Joynson-Hicks, — later 
Viscount Brentford, was the second 
son of Mr, Henry Hicks of Bexhill 
where he was born in June, 1866, 
On his marringe in 1895 to the 
daughter of Mr. R, H. Joynson of 
Bowdon, who brought him a large 
fortune, he added her name to his, 
In 2&R8 he had started practice as 
a solleitor In London. 


One of the early motorists, he 
became very well-known amon 
road-users as president for 1b 
yenrn of “the Automobile 
Association and = Motor Union, 
and ohe haters retained his 
interest in traffic questions, ser- 
ving on many bodies which, dealt 
with them, He waa also a strong 
evangelist, an ardent tectotaler, an 
anti-gambler and a non-smoker, 


He contested North and North- 
West Manchester as a Conservative 
in 1900 and.t906 without  suceess, 
but in 1908 won the latter seat 
from Mr. Winston Churchill. De- 
fented in 1910, be returned in 191 
aa MP. for Brentford and from 
1918 represented Twickenham, 


During the latter days of — the 
Lloyd George Cabinet, Che was 
knighted in 1919,) he was among 
those who urged the withdrawal of 
the Conservatives from the conli- 
tion. 
in 1922 he was successively Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Over- 
Trade Dept.. Postmaster and 
Paymaster-General, and Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury with 4 
sent in the Cabinet. When Mr. 
Baldwin sueceeded Mr. Bonar Law 
na Premier in 1923, Sir Willlam 
became Minister of Health and in 
Mr. Baldwin's second Cabinet 
(1924) he was made Home Secrat- 
ary.
